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CONTINUE QURING 
COMING SCHOOL 
YEARTS DECISION 


At a meeting of the Upland Gram- 
mar School Board on Thursday it 
was fully decided to discontinue the 
attendance of the children residing 
in the Ontario District, just west 
and south of the city limits. The 
Upland district has been caring for 
them to relieve the Ontario district 
and because the Upland schools 
were nearer, but as the Upland dis- 
trict has been receiving but $35.00 
er pupil for school privileges for 
the fifty-odd children who have been 
attending, and it costs nearer $75.00, 
it seems poor policy under the ctr- 
cumstances to continue caring for 
them. Ontario claims that they will 
lose $5000.00. in taxable property if 
the land above 7% Street is turn- 
ed over to Upland. That district is 
well able to take care of those chil- 
dren at $75.00 per head aitd have 
some left over. Just what Ontario 
district will do with these same chil- 
dren with the crowded condition of 
the schools there remains to be seen. 
At least Upland will be able to get 
along with one teacher less. 

It was voted to continue the school 
bus for the coming year. The bus 
will not be supervised by the teach- 
ers and the discipline will be in the 
hands of the driver, Mr. Getty, who 
will have the hearty backing of the 
Board in anything he may do to keep 
order. 

Enough pupils have been register- 
ing for the kindergarten to justify 
the Board in continuing that depart- 
ment at the Tenth Street building, 
as well as at the Sierra Vista school. 

New drink fountains will be in- 
Stalled at the Tenth Street and Eigh- 
teenth Street buildings—one or two 
at the extreme end of the play- 
ground at the Tenth Street building 
—$10.00 having been donated to- 
wards this project by the graduating 
class of '22. 

The new toilet building promises 
to be finished by September first 
and the rooms on the east and 
north have the plaster on and are 
well on the way to being finished 
by the time school opens. Glass will 
‘be. put in the windows broken re- 
mn by some of the town boys, 
‘and things in general cleaned up and 
ready for opening the school year.

There were three joint 
aetive school districts, three actlve union 
districts, and two 
making a total of 78 school districts nm 
this county. 

Mrs. Stanley paid 475 visits to the 
schools of the county during the last 
year. School trustees of the various dis- 
tricts made 49§ Visits. A¢ the end of the 
year, an inventory by the office of Mrs. 
Stanley showed that the schools of the 
county had 95,836 volumes in the libraries. 

Total bonded indebtedness of San Ber- 
nardino. - County elementary schools for 
the year amounted to $927,400, says the 
report. Valuation placed on all the school 
property was $1,955,339. 

It cost $1,243,758 to operate the elemen- 
tary schools during the past year, ac- 
cording to receipts. The State appropriated 
$301,770; there was $228,451 on hand at 
the beginning of the year; appropriation 
from the county was $312,938; while city 
and district taxes brought in the sum 
of $148,916 for maintenance of the 


schools and 872,194 for special building 
taxes. 
The eight high schools districts have 


113 regular teachers and 89 special in- 
structors employed to teach 3,179 pupils, 
the average daily atendance, spent 539,161 
hours in the school rooms, under the 
total of 202 teachers, 

Number of Graduates 

Graduates from, the eight high schools 
amdunted to 430, of which 255 were girls 
and 175 were boys. There were nine 
school principals in the eight high schools; 
eight were men and one was a woman. 
Of the full-time teachers 68 were men 
and 103 were women, a tremendous de 
parture’ from the relative number in the 
elementary schools.| 

Bonded indebtedness of the high school 
districts totaled $1,252,000 while the valu- 
ation of high school property was placed 
at = $2,002,542. Total receipts for the 
operation of the secondary schools during 
the year was $1,287,370. Rates of the 
special taxes in the various districts 
ranged from 60 at Victor Valley to 70 
in San Bernardino and 75 elsewhere, 

Expenses of the office force, composed 
of Mrs, Stanley, Miss Ida M. Collins, 
chief deputy; Mrs. Sara A, Bicknall and 
Margaret Deyde, assistant superintendents;

CRIMINAL TRIALS AND 
CRIME 


HAT there is something radically wrong 
with the administration of criminal 
law in America has long been appar- 
ent. To the layman looking on court 
procedure in criminal trials, it often looks 
like a game full of absurdities, with intricate 
restrictions particularly tending to make 
prosecution difficult and concealment of guilt 
easy.. If he has been modest about his opin- 
ion he may have attributed this judgment 
to his untutored state of mind on legal mat- 
ters, but it seems that even well-trained law- 
yers are coming to entertain similar views. 
At a recent meeting in New York, held by 
the committee on law enforcement of the 
American Bar Association, some opinions were 
expressed quite as irreverent regarding the 
conduct of criminal trials as those of any 
uninformed onlooker. Henry W. Taft, emin- 
ent lawyer and brother of the chief justice 
of the United States, went so far as to say 
that the interests of justice would be served 
if the rules of evidence in criminal cases 
were wiped out entirely, rather than remain 
in existence as at present in New York state. 
The allowing of every kind and variety of 
hearsay evidence and other evidence, he said, 
would be preferable to the present rules, which 


plan so far to protect the accused. 
Perhaps it was safe to say this among law- 


yers, who may be trusted not to go to des- 
tructive lengths and may need emphasis of 
language to stir them out of bad habits of 
thinking of this subject. It was pointed out 
at the meeting that the predominance of law- 
yers in legislative bodies was largely re- 
sponsible for the character of criminal law. 
Mr. Taft presented statistics to show that 
murder is twenty times as common in this 
country as in the British Empire. According 
to his figures there were 2,200 executions in 
this country over a period of years for 131,000 
crimes, or about one conviction for about 
every sixty-five murders, while in England 
and Canada there was almost an average of 
one execution for every two crimes, 





It is encouraging to find influential lawyers 
considering this evil and seeking to have 
remedies for it adopted. The committee be- 
fore which this’ subject was discussed in New 
York has held sessions and heard opinions 
of many jurists and lawyers of distinction. 
A report is to be made to the American 
Bar Association, urging state and federal leg- 
islation to make prosecution of criminals more 
effective. ™

JAPAN’S GROWTH DUE TO 
PROTECTIVE TARIFF 
N a bulletin recently published by the 
United States Department of Com- 
merce attention is called to Japan’s 
phenomenal commercial growth. 

In 1890 Japan’s total foreign trade was val- 
ued at about $69,000,000. In 1900 it had 
grown to $245,000,000, and in 1920 it amount- 
ed to approximately $2,130,000,000. In 1920 
both imports and exports had more than 
trebled, compared with those of 1913. This 
development made Japan about the fifth eom- 
mercial nation of the world. 

It was in the very earty part of 1900 that 
Japan sent special commissioners to the United 
States to make an intensive study.of our tariff 
policy and its results. We were then operat- 
ing under the Dingley protective tariff. The 
commissioners, upon their return to Japan, 
made a report, and the outgrowth was a de- 
termination on the part of the Japanese gov- 
erning authorities to adopt the protective 
tariff policy and adapt that policy to Japan’s 
needs. Considerable publicity was given out 
“by the government to the Japanese news- 
papers, to inform the people of Japan of the 








reason for such policy. The outstanding 
feature of that publicity was the emphasis 
placed upon the necessity for Japanese ex- 
ports to represent, as far as possible, the 
maximum of Japanese labor employed in their 
fabrication—from the ore in the ground, for 
example, to the highly finished product. In- 
dustries which were found to be practicable 
in Japan were to be protected. 

A country which had a trade of but $69,- 
000,000 shapt thirty years ago, but has now 
reached fifth® place as a commercial nation, 
will probably deem it advisable to continue 
on a pretective basis, and that Japan is doing. 

Protection has given the people of the 
United States similar proof of its benefits, 
and free trade has twice within the memory 
of the middle-aged voter illustrated its evil 
effects—onee under Grover Cleveland, the 
Wilson law, and once under Woodrow Wil- 
son, the Wilson-Underwood law. Those who 
are not satisfied with those exhibitions may 
vote the Democratic ticket in November.— 
Albany (N. Y.) Journal. 


UNEMPLOYMENT VANISHING 


BULLETIN issued by the National In- 

dustrial Conference Board, which states 

that unemployment has almost entirely 

disappeared, comes as a welcome sur- 
prise. So recent has been the widespread 
unemployment due to the business readjust- 
ment that few looked for so marked improve- 
ment this soon. 

The survey reports labor shortages in the 
Colorado and Arizona mining regions, in the 
Oklahoma oil fields, in the states of Wiscon- 
sin, Michigan, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, West- 
ern Pennsylvania, in New Jersey, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts and to some extent in North 
Carolina. So rapidly have the shortages been 
mounting in number that the board predicts 
continually increasing difficulties will be ex- 
perienced in the next few months. 

There is no more accurate index of re- 
turning prosperity than the demand for labor. 
The public wants the product of labor. So 
long as labor produces goods at a price con- 
sumers can pay, there is hardly and end to 
the demand. Following the war, prices went 
to the point where consumption was discour- 
eged, and in consequence there was what 
was termed & ‘‘buyers’ strike.’’ ‘There has 
been a recession and consumers have been 
tempted to resume buying, because needs must 
be supplied and in addition by the belief 
that there will not be further decline at pres- 
ent. Preparations to meet this altered atti- 
tude on the part of consumers have caused 
the increased demand for labor. It will con- 
tinue so long as consumers feel that they are 
given a dollar’s worth of value for every 
dollar expended. 

The lower the cost of production, the great- 
er the consumption, and with it all the great-

er the prosperity of the country. With immi- . 


gration restricted there is no good reason why 
every person who wants work should not have 
it in the returning tide of activity which is 
already so clearly manifest—San Bernardino 
Sun.

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Friend Richardson  |GNR0ENING 0 
The Next Governor MOU 


BY THE WATCHMAN 





He does not want the governorship 
as a stepping stone to some other 
office, greater or lesser; he isn’t 
seeking the place to enable him to 
build a ‘political machine, and he 
isn’t just looking for a job, for he 
is a successful business man and 
newspaper man. 

That’s the substance of his po- 
litical faith—just to “make good on 
the job.” 

A few years ago this same quiet, 
unpretentious Friend W. Richardson 
went to Sacramento to take over the 
muddled affairs of the State printing 
office. When he arrived little was 
known about him in addition to the 
fact that as editor and publisher of 
the Berkeley Gazette he had estab- 
lished a record as a’ courageous 
leader in civic affairs and that he 
knew the printing business. 

His first conference with the heads 
of departments in the State printery 
was commonplace enough, for about 
all he said was ‘that he wanted to 
introduce efficient, honest and econ- 
omical methods, and expected to 
have complete co-operation in his 
efforts. With this sort of thing 
everybody was satisfied; © virtually 
every man who listened to the new 
“chief” had been in the printery a 
long time, and each was more or 
less in touch with political matters, 
generally. 

All had heard just such statements 
before, in fact, if Mr. Richardson 
had neglected any part of his in- 
troductory remarks his subordinates 
would have sensed something wrong. 
These men of the State printery, 
accustomed to the ways of politic- 
ians, and being themselves politic- 
ians, listened solemnly, and from 
time to time nodded approval as they 
heard for the second, fourth, tenth 
or fiftieth time a new officeholder 
announce his intention to “make 
good on the job.” 

Cuts Costs a Third 


They went back to their respective 
desks and the State printery was 
ready to fall again into its accustom- 
ed rut. Their attitude was a nat- 
ural, but a mistaken one. 

.Friend Richardson was State print- 
er three years—from 1912 to 1915. 
When he left that office, following 
his election as State treasurer, he 
had reduced the cost of State school 
books approximately 33 per cent. 
He had speeded up production and 
cut down costs. He had eliminated 
graft or the suspicion of graft in 
the purchase of paper and supplies. 

He ousted the: politicians and re- 
placed them with capable and train- 
ed workers. He encountered bur- 
eaucracy and chaos when he_ took 
charge and he left an_ efficient, 
businesslike and economical printing 
establishment. 

“At first,” he said, “I had a hard 
time convincing some of the boys 
that I meant business and not pol- 
itics, but when I, finally did get 
the idea across, some of the oldest 
ones there took a hand and helped 
the thing along.” 

Therefore, when Friend Richardson 
travels around the State, asking the 
people to make him governor and 
promising, if elected, to devote all 
his energies to making “good,” the 
“boys” in the State printery. know 
that their former chief is promising 
nothing that he hasn’t performed, 
nothing that he ¢an’t accomplish. 

In the State’ treasurer’s office, 
where he has’ worked for nearly 
eight years. there i8 another corps 
of workers whose main duty it has 
been to work for the State of Call- 
fornia and not for Friend William 
Richardson. He gave that sort of 
impression from the first and has 
never destroyed it. 


His Record 


To go back a little. Friend Rich- 
ardson, who was born in Michigan, 
came to Southern California with his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. William Rich- 
ardson, forty-five years ago. The 
family settled in San Bernardino 
and Friend was educated in the San 
Bernardino public schools, and ob- 
tained his higher education at 
Sturges college. 

When he graduated from college 
he entered the office of Superior 
Judge James A. Gibson—now senior 
Member of the Los Angeles legal 
firm of Gibson, Dunn & Crutcher— 
where he studied law for two years. 
He then became chief deputy in the 
San Bernardino county clerk's office 
and remained in that capacity for 
four years, resigning to work on 
the San Bernardino Times-Index. 

Thus, started in his newspaper 
career in 1896, which, by the way, 
was four years after his marriage to 
Miss Augusta Felder, he made his 
first bow as a newspaper owner in 
1897, when he became sole proprietor 
of the Times-Index. 

Right here it seems just as well 
to mention that one of the outstand- 
ing fights made by Mr. Richardson 
as publisher of the Times-Index was 
his aggressive support of a proposed 
constitutional amendment giving wo- 
men the vote. He consistently work- 
ed for equal suffrage thereafter. 

Mr. and Mrs. Richardson moved to 
Berkeley in 1901, following a sale 
of the Times-Index and Mr. Richard- 
son purchased the Berkeley Gazette, 
which he published continuously un- 
til 1912, when he became State 
printer. Buring those years, as his 
outleok on civic, State and national 
affairs was broadened by the home- 
ly, intimate, disinterested and com- 
mon-sense vision of a country edit- 
or, Mr. Richardson gained a very 
comprehensive and wholesome re- 
spect for the value of the dollar, 
for the imperative necessity of frug- 
al management of his business and, 
necessarily, for living within his in- 
come and meeting his obligations. 

It logically follows that the lessons 
he learned in his own business left 
a marked propensity on his part to 


decry extravagance, wastefulmess or 
inefficiency wherever and whenever 
he might see it, for it was only by 
careful business methods, by practic- 
ing economy on a strict efficiency 
basis, that he made a success of 
his newspaper. 

The principles that made him a 
successful country newspaper, man 
were applied with marked success to 
his problems as State printer, and, 
undergoing no change, have carried 
him for eight years in the State 
treasurer's office. } 

A great deal has been said by 
State machine propagandists, par- 
ticularly by Gov. Stephens, about the 
“necessary” increase in government- 
al costs due to the increase in popu- 
lation, higher costs, and so forth. 

Keeps Expenses Down 

Friend Richardson makes no such 
excuses or explanations. He doesn’t 
have to. \ His office is doing four 
times the work required of it when 
he took charge and he hasn't. added 
extra employees to do it, nor yet 
overworked the staff in the treas- 
urer’s office. Furthermore, he has 
increased the rate of interest charg- 
ed the banks for deposits of State 


funds from 2 per cent to an aver 


age of 4 per cent, thereby material- 
ly increasing State revenues. 

During his nearly eight years in 
office he has collected and disburs- 
ed in round figures approximately 
$600,000,000—and not a dollar has 
been lost, strayed or stolen. It 
would seem, in view of all the facts, 
that this is a real case of a man 
who has made good on the job. 

Friend Richardson for _ several 
months has been telling the people 
of California that their State gov- 
ernment is wasteful, extravagant, 
inefficient. and under the domina- 
tion of a conscienceless political ma- 
chine. He has asserted that ff elect- 
ed governor he will remedy these 
evil conditions. 

“If you were governor, how would 
you go about obtaining necessary 
reforms?” he was asked. 

How He'll Do It 

“I would call into my office, one 
by one, the various department 
heads and the executives. I would 
say to each one, ‘I was elected on 
an economy issue and I didn’t prom- 
ise economy merely to get votes; 
I meant to get economy and I am 
going to have economy in your de- 


partment, with or without your 
help,’” Mr. Richardson inetantly re- 
sponded. 


“Y would let each man know what 
was expected of him,” he continued, 
“and if he could ‘make good,” all 
right; if nof, he would be eliminated 
and I would put a man in his place 
capable of filling the job. 

“One of the most necessary 
changes at Sacramento,” said Mr. 
Richardson, “is a change in the of- 
cial point of view—from the gov- 
ernor down. 

“T can save the State millions of 
dollars if I am _ elected governor, 
and one of the things that will help 
me do it will be a different point 
of view, a point of view that looks 
after the interests of the people and 
not after my own politics or the 
politics of a State machine. 

“If IT am elected governor I will 
kick the present machine out of 
control and I will not build up a 
personal machine in its place. My 
sole idea will be to carry out my 
pledges. Right now in Sacramento 
there is not the slightest desire or 
intention to save the people’s money. 

‘Department heads in various 
parts of the State ask for more 
money than they need, expecting to 
take ‘cuts’ in their requests and still 
have ample funds. There are hun- 
Treds of State-owned pleasure cars 
darting about here and there and 
little if amy way to check up on 
the uses to which they are put. 
That is a vicious practice. 

“T have been asked from time to 
time what I shall do about the elec- 
‘ion of a legislature. My reply to 
"uch questions is, ‘nothing, absolute- 
ly nothing.’ It is not within the 
~rovince of a governor to try to 
alect a legislature, and yet the pres- 
‘nt machine, from all I can learn, 
is working almost as hard to elect 
a legislature subservient to the gov- 
ornment as it is to elect a gov- 
2rnor subservient to the machine. 

“I am fighting the most powerful 
political machine in the history of 
American government, and I believe 
I can defeat it. Despite all that 
has been said, there was little ques- 
‘ion of partisan Republican issues in 
Pennsylvania, the principal issue be- 
ing a question of economy in State 
government. Pinchot won on 
economy issue. That’s one of the 
answers I have to the machine when 


one of its spokesmen tells me ‘the 
‘eople aren’t interested in  econ- 
omy.’ 


“If IT am elected governor I shall 
jealously conserve and aid all neces- 
sary governmental functions. I 
haven’t the slightest intention of 
cutting down necessary expenses to 
make a ‘showing.’ But I shall, never- 
theless, cut millions from State 
costs if I become governor. 

On Japanese issue 

“The State must be protected 
against Oriental aggression, but this 
protection must be accomplished in- 
telligently and by men interested in 
the rea! merits of the problem and 
not in it from a selfish political point 
of view.” 

Friend Richardson's comment on 
the proposed $10,000,000 bond issue

's characteristic of his entire atti- 
‘ude of umpretentiousness and dis- 
taste for demagogery. 

“I am wholeheartedly in favor of 
passage of the $10,000,000 bond is- 
sue soldier aid,” he said, “and I re 
gard it as sound finance in addi- 
‘ion to its splendid patriotic feat- 
ures, and | shall do all in my power 
‘o further it, but I don’t feel that

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Gardening on the Mojave desert is 
not so easy as it is on the coast. 
There are more changes in the soil 
within smaller areas than there and 
the great dryness of the air and its 
greater lightness, caused by eleva- 
tion. makes the direct rays of the 
sun on the soil very much _ hotter. 
The soil of the upland is also very 
short of humus because the rainfall is 
so very light that there has never 
been enough native vegetation to 
leave enough vegetable mould in the 
ground. This difference is very plain 
where there has been a big bush 
leaving decayed roots in the ground. 
On such spots there will be a heavy 
growth of almost anything planted, 
while the next ten or fifteen feet may 
produce very little. 

Against these disadvantages there 
is almost perfeet drainage and ap- 
parently an abundance of all the min- 
eral elements. The absence of fog 
and even cloudy weather during the 
long growing season, with higher 
temperature, is another great advant- 
age. 

On the other hand there are some 
plants that do not like air as dry as 
ft fe here. Most varieties of corn. 
beans, tomatoes, cucumbers. the Hub- 
bard squash and Italian squash do 
not set well in summer and must be 
planted early in July so as to come 
into bearing about the first of Sep- 
tember, though cucumbers will bear 
in summer if planted close enough 
and heavily sprinkled. Hot, dry air 
seems to affect the pollination. Most 
all other vegetables will do well if 
the ground is rich enough, though 
black-eyed beans, peas, carrots, tur- 
nips and melons will not do well 
enough on virgin soil to pay the early 
settler, for his own use. Such veget- 
ables as the globe artichoke, celery 
and many others will probably be a 
failure and the settler will do best 
to confine himself to those that are 
sure, 

Lack of humus makes soil bake 
easily everywhere, but this can be 
helped by. disking in any kind of fine 
vegetable matter like alfalfa chaff or 
straw and then flooding the ground 
to close air spaces. Well rotted man- 
ure is best, but raw manure is likely 
to burn some things. If plowed deep- 
ly, then ft may show no results. 

Most garden vegetables are shallow 
rooted. Most all of them feed more 
from the top five or six inches than 
from below. Hence cultivation to re- 
tain moisture does not have the ef- 
fect here that it elsewhere does un- 
less it is quite deep. It will retain 
moisture better at a foot and below, 
but to maintain it near enough to the 
top to hold moisture against strong 
drying winds and hot sun most of 
our soils are too porous, 

I find it best to concentrate on 
things that you know are certain and 
go light on doubtful stuff. For in- 
stance, potatoes. I can raise enough 


for home use most of the time. But 
they are a cool weather plant and 
easily killed by a very light frost 


We are almost certain to have frost 
enough about the middle of April, so 
that they should be planted late 
enough to come up after this. Then 
if hot weather comes on too soon, it 
stops their growth so much that you 
get small potatoes. If you plant in 
August, as on the coast, they will not 
sprout until late cool weather comes 
in September, when they may be 
caught with only small tubers on by 
the November frost. Hence they de- 
pend too much on the season. But 
the quality is fine if you can get 
them to mature. ; 

But anything is better than paying 
express rates on stale stuff from gthe 
coast. And the sooner we get to 
raising our own living, instead of 
farming for money to buy it with, 


the sooner we will arrive,—T. Van

MILLIONS WILL BE 


AVE DESERT) oPENT FOR ROADS 





Approximately $100,000,000 will be 
spent for good road construction 
throughout the country the fiscal year 
which began July 1. This will be 
brought about by the continuation of 
federal aid for roads under recent 
authorization of an appropriation of 
almost fifty million dollars for dis- 
tribution among the several states. 
Under the conditions of the aid each 
state must match the sum alloted to 
it. 

At the same time the postoffice 
appropriation bill signed by President 
Harding June 18, authorized appro- 
priation of $65,000,000 for the same 
purpose, to be expended during the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1923, 
and $75,000,000 for the succeeding 
fiscal year. The conditions are the 
same for all three years, and will 
bring the total amount expended dur- 
ing the period, if the states adhere 
to the stipulations and expend like 
Sums, to $380,000,000. The funds will 
be administered by the Secretary of 
Agriculture through the Bureau of 
Good Roads. 

It is estimated that the $190,000,000 
appropriated will result in the con- 
struction of more than 25,000 miles 
of road, which, added to the 46,000 
that are expected to result from 
previous federal appropriations, 
makes a total of 71,000 miles, or 
nearly 40 per cent of the estimated 
180,000 miles of good roads on the 
system of federal-air roads now be- 
ing outlined, 

With the aid of the $3850,000,000 
previously appropriated by the gov- 
ernment, 10,000 miles of road had 
been completed on last May 31, and 
in addition, nearly 14,500 miles were 
under construction, involving more 
than $280,500,000 of federal aid. To 
match this fund the states have ap- 
propriated approximately $30,000,000, 
making a total of $667,500,000, 

The average cost per mile of all 
types of road construction with fed- 
eral aid has been $27,120, of which 
43 per cent has been the cost to the 
government. The new legislation, 
however, reduces the maximum ap- 
propriation on the part of the gov- 
ernment from $20,000 to $16,250 per 
mile for the first fiscal year, and 
$15,000 thereafter. The appropria- 
tions are to be used on construction 
of a connected system of primary, 
or inter-state, and secondary, or inter- 
county, roads.

Mr. McNulty claimed a 20 per cent com- 
mission for the sale of stock to the 
reported amount of $18,000, while the 
directors are said to have fixed the com- 
mission limit at 10 per cent, which re- 
sulted in the matter being carried to 
court. 

In the event the corporation is dis- 
solved, it is said that the patent may 
be sold to the highest bidder. J. B. 
Draper, is president of the company, F. 
E.. Alford is secretary and W. D. Gillott, 
treasurer. Mr. McNulty and A. E. Petre- 
monty who came to Ontario with him, 
are also directors of the company. 

It is said that if the corporation is 
ordered dissolved, the purchasers of the 
stock will receive their money back after 
a deduction of 10 per cent for selling 
stock. 

Banker’s Wife iDes 

Mrs. Madeline Trautman, wife of N. E. 
Trautman, cashier of the Ontario National 
Bank and head of the escrow department 
of that institution, died Wednesday after- 
noon at her home, 618 North Plum avenue, 
at the age of 30. 

Mrs. Trautman had ben in poor health 
for some time, the family having come 
here some two years ago.in the hope of 
improving her condtion, but few had 
realized that her illness was critical and 
news of her death came as a_ shock.

BEST PLACE TO LIE 


The small town or the country 
community is a better place in which 
to bring up boys and girls than a 
large city, in the opinion of “Mrs. 
Jessie Jordan, state suverintendent 
of the Children’s Home Society, who 
has asked The News to help her find 
a score of childless homes for home- 
less children now in the care of the 
society, both in Los Angeles and in 
Oakland. 

Mrs. Jordan’s proposal offers an 
opportunity to childless couples living 
in the smaller communities or on 
ranches to gratify the desire they 
may have had to protect and love 
some small child whose parents have 
deserted it. Such couples may later 
adopt the child as their own. The 
placement will be made only after 
an investigation of the home by 
representatives of the society in or- 
der that both parents and child may 
be suited to each other. 

“Life in the large. cities has so 
many distractions to take the child 
away from the home that frequent- 
ly the parents lose control entirely,” 
says Mrs. Jordan, “This is particu- 
larly true in cases where the child 
is transplanted from the country or 
farm environment to the big city. 

“Contented children must be kevt 
busy and at home and it is usually 
easier for parents to do this in the 
small town or country than in the 
large city. We-are finding that 
children are happier and better in 
every way when the foster parents 
live in small towns or on ranches.” 

Mrs. Jordan stated that the society 
now has a score of boys and girls 
who are anxious to live on ranches. 
They are all willing to exchange 
their own labor and cheerfulness and 
appreciation for a good home, school 
advantages and love and kindness. 
There are six boys between 7 and 
13 years of age at the Oakland home 
and more than a dozen boys and 
girls at the Los Angeles branch just 
waiting to be claimed by a _ foster 
daddy or mother. Application for 
these children may be made to the 
Children’s Home Society at either 
address, 919 East 25th Street, Los 
Angeles, or 3491 Sixty-Sixth Avenue, 
Oakland.

We are rapidly approaching a_ period 
wherein the combined efforts for im- 
provement along all lines of agricultural 
endeavor will be reflected in our economic 
well-being and inversely any inopportune 
neglect will be visited upon as a 
manifold penalty.

What can we do in the face of such 
harassing conditions wherein our ablest 
minds dissent? 

At least in part, standardizing of 
American | produced } commodities would 
tend to ameliorate such a situation. First 
we must produce and market a clean, 
wholesome, santiary commodity that will 
so far exclipse the imported offerings as 
to induce Amercans to demand and use 
our own products,( even at the slightly 
higher selling price for a superior article. 
Second, we should educate the people to 
the many advantages of choosing a domes- 
tic product that fulfills every test for 
cleanliness and wholesomeness. : « 

Standardization may thus intervene a 
a saving factor in a manner that will re- 
dound to the ultimate satisfaction of all; 
will create a needed market for home- 
produced fruits, fruit-products and nuts, 
and in a measure at least modify some of 
the ‘perplexing features of tariff dis- 
crepancies. 





Supt. of Schools Issues 
Her Annual Report 


Vitally interesting statistics to the 
fathers and mothers of San Bernar- 
dino County who send their children 
to the public schools may be found 
in the annual report of Mrs. Grace 
C. Stanley, county superintendent of 
schools. completed today by Miss Ida 
M. Collins, chief office deputy. The 
report will be sent immediately to the 
State Board of Education. 

The condition of the public schools 
of the county are thoroughly present- 
ed in a few condensed pages of sta- 
tistics that have been prepared after 
weeks of work by the office force. 
The fiscal year oxtends from July 1, 
1921, to June 30, 1922. 

There were 942 pupils registered 
in the seven kingergarten school dis- 
tricts of the county. Of these 482 
were boys and 470 were girls. The 
-phenomenon of more boys than girls 
in any school occurs only in the kin- 
dergarten and can only be attribut- 
ed to the fact that mothers are more 
disposed to send the wayward sex 
to school in order that they may be- 
come amenable to authority before 
the girls show similar proclivities to- 
ward frivolity., 

Seven districts that have kinder- 
gartens in this county are Chino, 
San. Bernardino, Colton. Needles 
Ontario. Redlands and Unland. School 
property df this class of institytions 
was valued at. $13.815 in the annual 
assessment which included buildings. 
equipment of all kinds an dapparatus 
of the play grounds. 

When the year began there was a 
balance of $22,003 on hand. When 
it closed the balance was $27,026, 
showing a clear gain of almost $5,000. 
Receipts for the kindergartens dur- 
ing that time were $45,442 for main- 
tenance and the total receipts, in- 
cluding money on hand the first of 
the fiscal year, amounted to $67,445. 
Expenditures to care for the 942 
pupils amounted to $40,418, or rough- 
ly, about $42 a pupil for the year’s 
work. 








Unusual Operation by 
Monrovia Physician 


To a Monrovia physician and sur- 
geon belongs the honor of having suc- 
cessfully performed an operation not 
hitherto on the records of any hos- 
pital.

Such a condition had never 
been encountered and the case re- 
ouired the utmost surgical resource- 
fulness as well as quickness of de- 
cision. There was just one chance for 
the baby, 

An incision was made and the or- 
gans were put in place. For a few 
days the weight of one pound dimin- 
ished and the new life hung in the 
balance, but soon it was evident that 
Dr. Wheeler had been successful in 
peapaming the operation. The nurses 
gave constant attention to the 
strange surgical case which the phys- 
ician kept under his supervision day 
after day.
